Buenos Ayres, Sept. 25.—The Argentine Chamber of Deputies 
to-day voted in favor of a rupture with Germany. The vote was 
53 to 18. 

The Government is considering imposition of a rigid censorship 
of all messages in the republic to prevent misuse of the cables such as 
that practiced by Count von Lnxburg, the dismissed German Minister, 
Strikers have cut the telegraph line to Valparaiso, Chile, paralys¬ 
ing direct cable service to the United States. 


The resolution declaring for the breaking off of relations with 
Germany adopted to-day by the Chamber of Deputies was passed 
last week by the Argentine Senate by a vote of 23 to 1. 

The Government desired to postpone formulation of its policy 
until it received from Ambassador Naon, at Washington, translations 
of the 415 telegrams received or sent £y the Swedish legation here. 
These messages were telegraphed to Dr. Naon with instructions to 
send translations. 


Ottawa, Sept. 2.1.—Negotiations are under way, it is understood, 
between the Governments of Canada and the United States to meet 
the ease of men avoiding eniupnlsory military service by residing on 
the other side of the line. The allied nations in Kurope recently 
adopted a common plan of action in this regard and it is now pro¬ 
posed that Canada ami the United States should take a similar course.

I propose, out of the mouth of the 
greatest writer on International law 
the world has ever known, to answer 
this question in the negative; and thus 
to knock from under the Kaiser the 
last prop erected by hirn as sn apology 
for his atroeiuus and navsxe war on the 
helpless people of Belgium and of 
France The intelligent reader has al¬ 
ready anticipated me In nkming Hugo 
Grotlus as ihg writer to.whom I refer. 
As some of my feaders may unfortun¬ 
ately be unacquainted with the char¬ 
acter and miiiingn of this great man. a 
few words as to who and what he Whs 
many not be uninterrstlng. Think of a 
Dutch boy, who at the age of eight 
yeura wrote good verses in Latin, and 
at the age of seventeen years was ad¬ 
mitted to the bar under an examina¬ 
tion that would puxzle some of our best 
Jurists! 

Born in the midst of the Thirty Years* 
War, Grotlus Inherited a passionate 
fondness for peace. Hut he was bom 
two centuries ahead of his time. Ills 
advocacy of the rights of man made 
him persona non grata to nearly all the 
crowned heads of Europe; and ban¬ 
ished from his own country, he became 
a fugitive from alnutsi every Eur«>pean 
| power. He waa rescued from poverty, 
however, and given a welrome to

In a country so vast nn Canada and 
wh« re areas were spoken ot In sin’ll 
big t#-nil* th* Idea of the city lot gar¬ 
den appeared to some as rather futile.

He 
Ixdierod before a decbtiou was reached 
they should hear the Solicitor and Fire 
Chief. It might be bad policy- to 
make a change from the original date. 

' No Alternative. 

Mr. Hanntngton advised that the 
Council could not in any legal way 
give no-enforcement without amend¬ 
ment of the by-law. 

Alderman Johns pointed out that 
the only mill propriidor showing any 
effort to meet the situation was The’ 
Cameron Company. Surely it would 
he good Judgment to notify owners of 
mills who showed no disposition to 
meet the suggestions of the Council 
that they would he put Into court -for 
failure to comply. He objected lb 
postponement which might lie renewed 
a| the end of thirty days. His recom¬ 
mendation was to give latitude to the 
Fire Chief to enforce the by-law If 
necessary, but to retain to the Coun¬ 
cil the powet to prosecute.

and has been in operation for fire 
years. It Is said that the cost for re¬ 
pair* lo a burner of this type is not 
nny greater than to the ordinary type 
of refuse burner. 

“We also carefully inspected and In¬ 
vestigated the American .Smokeless 
Burner, this burner mechanically op¬ 
erated. uses small sized, low priced 
coal, and the makers claim that It Is: 

*‘l. Automatic absolutely except for 
the removal of ashes.

“The burners that we saw In opera¬ 
tion were quite smokeless, and the 
claims made by the makers as far as 
we could judge In regnrd to the other 
features are quite correct."
